LONDON, May 9.—The Free Staters, in 
the expectation that Kroonstad will speed- 
fly become untenable, are, according to in- 
formation from Lourenzo Marques, prepar- 
ing to transfer their government to Hell- 
bron, a little more than eed miles north- 
east. 

The proclamations of Lord Roberts ap- 
pear to have little effect on the inhab- 
itants of the invaded districts. Every farm 
is found deserted except by the women and 
children. All the men are away fighting. 
Correspondents at headquarsters are now 
wiring freely concerning the incidents of 
the occupation of Smaldeel. Some exaspera- 
tion is expressed at the ease with which the 
Boers escaped with their transports before 
the very eyes of the British. For instance, 
when the British entered Smaldeel the Boer 
Ox wagons coolly outspanned only five miles i 


l way between Warrenton and Mafeking. 
Gen. Hunter’s fosowes embrace 20,000 infan- 
try and from 5000 to 6000 horsemen, an army 
far greater than has hitherto been sup- 
posed. 

Lord Methuen is apparently a subordinate. 
While the relief column is moving toward 
Vryburg, Gen. Hunter is apparently pre- 
paring an orderly advance northeast, along 
the Vaal River, to participate in the Pre- 
toria advance, as Lord Roberts’ left wing. 

Cape Town correspondents learn that an 
important movement in Natal is expected 
within the next four days.

Resolution to That Effect Passes the 
House, 15 to 2—License Board for 
Employes Proposed. 


Members of the House of Delegates be- 
Heve that the franchises of the St. Louis 
Transit Co. should be forfeited if cars are 
mot run. 

At the meeting Tuesday night, Robertson 
offered the following resolution, and it was 
adopted: 

Whereas, The various ordinance granting fran- 
chiscs for the operation of the different divisions 
of street ratiroads composing the system now 
controlled and operated by the St. Louls Transit 
Co. require that the cars run daily, and at 
such intervals of time as are set forth and speci- 
fed in the various ordinance provisions; and 

Whereas, Said franchises were granted upon 
the express condition that such provisions as 
to the running of cars be strictly complied with, 
and would otherwise not have been granted; 
and 

Whereas, It appears that the cars are not be- 
ing operated by the St. Louis Transit Co. 
fin compliance with said ordinance provisions; 
therefore be it- 

Resolved, by the House of Delegates, That it 
is the sense of this house that unless the St. 
Zouls Transit Co. complies strictly with the 
various ordinances under which it is operating 
street cars over the streets of the city of 
St. Louie, that a forfeiture of its franchises 
be declared in every instance where such fail- 
ure occurs.

USEB AIR PUMP ON A BOY 


Youths Cause Death of a Working 
Companion by What They Con- 
sidered a Good Joke. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 9.—A half 
dozen boys of Cramp’s Shipyard, who did 
not like Christopher Donegan, aged 13, 
a working companion, yesterday seized him, 
bound him and placed the nozzle of a pneu- 
matic tube in his mouth and turned on the 
air. 

The tube had been used to run a drill and 
was gauged at ninety pounds to the inch. 
As a result young Donegan was filled with 
air at this frightful pressure. His body 
swelled to such an extent that the boys, 
who thought they were playing a practical 
joke, became alarmed and informed thelr 
superiors. The lad by this time had he- 
come unconscious, and was taken to the 
Episcopal Hospital, where he died shortly 
after admission. The doctors said that he 
died from “shock, due to artificial infla- 
tion.’’

The Line Resumes. Service Under Police Guard Wednesday 
Afternoon, but No Attempt to Move Transit Company 


Cars Will Be Made Before Thursday. 


Trip Down Town Was Begun Without 
Violence or Attempts at Interference. 
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At 10 o'clock Wednesday morning 
General Manager George W. Baum- 
hoff of the St. Louis Transit Co. 
made the following statement to the 
Post-Dispatch: 

“No further attempt will be mace 
to move cars until we are assured of 
better police protection than we had 
yesterday. The police protection yes- 
terday was inadequate and insuffi- 
cient and it would be folly for the 
campany to attempt to run cars un- 
der these conditions.’’.

Gen. George H. Shields: I don’t know 
whether the present crisis in our street car 
service is one calling for the interference 
of arbitrators or not, for I am not familiar 
with the issues that have been raised by it. 
Generally speaking, I do not think any party 
to @ quarrel can lose anything by submit- 
ting its troubles to an adjustment commis- 
sion such as the one contemplated by the 
Post-Dispatch.

FACTS ABOUT POLICE. 


Chief Campbell Tells the Board How 


Force Is Divided. 

Chief Campbell submitted the following 
Statement of the disposition of his force to 
the police board Wednesday: 

St. Louis, Mo., May 9, 
Honorable Board of Police Commissioners: 

Gentlemen—I beg to advise you that my men in 
the street car strike were divided as follows: 

I have at my disposal a force of 1078 men, 
divided into two shifts ef 12 hours each, to en- 
able the men to secure their needed rest. The 
first platoon, which was on duty yesterday, has 
been in- setyicd continuously for. 24 hours, and 
the men are physically unable to do without fur- 
ther sleep. After the acts of violence in the morn- 
ing I have issued clube to our men, and they will 
be armed with those weapons during the contin- 
uation of the present difficulty. It required the 
active work of over 400 men to keep the Suburb-

F general strike of all the lines in the city 
yesterday, covering such an immense district, ren- 
ders it absolutely impossible for me to prevent 
Violence on all the roads with the force at my 
command. It required 140 officers, 12 of them be- 
ing mounted, yesterday afternoon to move one car 
from the transit company’s shed’ at Fairfax and 
Newstead avenues, and it was also found impossible 
to continue the trip without the assistance of 
mounted men. By the use of violent methods, the 
use of clubs and firearms, I can of course disperse 
the crowds more quickly, but this, in my judgment, 
cannot be done with the present force without 
the loss of lives and the spilling of much blood. 
Your attention is especially called to the large 
number of idle aid curious people and small boys 
end children in fhe mobs who are guilty of the 
violence complained of: and I respectfully sub- 
mit that some statement to the public be made so 
that these people may be kept away, and that 
the owners aud proprietors of teams and wagons 
may be requested to do their hauling, where possi- 
bie, upon streets not occupied by railroad lines. 

My force for street duty is divided as follows: 
Ninety-three sergeants, 753 patrolmen and 
probationary patrolmen.

LAW, ORDER AND REASON MUST PREVAIL 


The conferente of citizens at the City Hall to-day expressed 
the sentiment of every law-abiding citizen of St. Louis. St. 
Louis must have law, order and the protection of life and 
property. The rights of all citizens must be protected. Mob 
violence must be suppressed. 

The strikers, through their official representatives, assert 
‘that they are not responsible for any of the unlawful acts of 
yesterday and are not in sympathy with any form of violence. 
This being so, the hands of the authorities are strengthened, 

But there is another work of civilization to be done. Civili- 
zation means peace, not war; reason, not passion; equity, not 
injustice. Citizens should exert all their influence to bring 
bring about a reasonable and equitable adjustment of the dif- 
ferences between the transit company and its employes. 

The interest uf the city of St. Louis and all its citizens in the 
pending difficulties is thoroughly demonstrated. Business 
is brought to a standstill; all the commercial and industrial 
nterests of the city are dislocated. The people are cut off 
from the means: of living and prosperous activities. 

Arbitration is the method of civilization. St. Louis has an 
opportunity to set an example of high civilization by bring- 
ing about a reasonable and equitable adjustment of this cal- 
amitous situation. 

A beginning has been made. Leading citizens have met 
and discussed methods. The business men, manufac- 
turers and others should get together and agree upon a plan 
and submit it to the managers of the St. Louis Transit Co. 
and the representatives of the employes. Neither side to the 
controversy can resist such an appeal to reason. The moral 
influence of the entire community would be back of a move- 
ment of this kind. 

In the selection of a commission of arbitration it is nec- 
essary that men of conspicuous ability, fairness and judg- 
ment should be chosen. It should be taken out of the hands 
of politicians and placed in the hands of men in whom all 
would have confidence. 

The citizens can insure a prompt and reasonable adjust- 
ment of these Gifficulties. Harmonious action only is neces- 
sary.

ORDER AT EXECUTIONS. : 


Members of the crowd that witnessed the execution of 
Nettles on Monday laughed and joked in the presence of the 
condemned man and in view of the scaffold, They conducted 
themselves as if they were attending a comedy, instead of 
the most solemn scene in human experience. 

‘This is nothing new, but it is none the less shocking for 
being usual. It is a reminder of tha time when a public 
execution was looked upon as a tore lot the first class. It 
recalls the horrors of Smithfield and the Old Bailey. It is 
out of place in modern life. It should be stopped. 

It ought to be easy for the sheriff and his assistants to 
keep order at an execution. There should be as much out- 
ward decorum as is expected in a church or at a funeral. 
Visitors who display levity or act in a disorderly manner 
should be promptly expelled. The degree of depravity of the 
condemned person has nothing to do with this requirement. 
It should be enforced in the interest of our common humanity.

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AMERICAN MANUFACTURERS’ BLUNDER, 


Mr. Frank H. Mason, American Consul General at Berlin, 
reads a lecture to manufacturers of American goods which 
they would do well to heed. 

The catalogues used in this country are sent abroad with- 
out translation or other adaptation to the fore mind. 
German buyers are often exasperated by under payment of 
postage, single 2-cent stamps being often employed requiring 
additional payment of 3, 8 or even 18 cents. 

The chief fault, however, seems to be the employment of 
different ratings or standards. An electrical machine of 20 
horsepower, in this country, means a machine which will do 
that amount of work when worked to its full capacity under 
the most favorable conditions. In Germany the @fficiency is 
measured not by the maximum power, but by the average 
normal daily performance. The American disregards this and 
sells his machine, which falls short of the buyer's expeocta- 
tion, often as much as 25 per cent. im 

Our manfactures and machinery are making their way. into 
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| an parts of the world, but we cannot get the best results 
unless we condescend to Study the conditions of foreign mar- 
kets and consult the pecularities of foreign customers.

DID HE KILL HER FATHER? 


Aged Planter Who Objected to an Emm 
ploye’s Suit for His Daughter 
Found Assassinated.

They knew that the 
aristocratic Turner would never consent to 
such a match.

Whatever may be the result of Friday 
night’s battle for the championship of the 
world, no one can say that Jeffries is not 
fit.

He came in from an eight-mile jaunt on

In these two rounds the first 
thing eat appeared was Jeffries’ great im- 
provement in footwork. He slipped in and 
out vf hitting dtstance without the least 
exertion. Last year he made work of it. 
Even then he was fast for a big man. Now 
he darts in or eidesteps or backs away as 
lightly as a feather whirled by a breeze. 
He crouches so jow and sticks his left arm 
out so far that no ordinary big man can 
spar within hitting distance of him. I tried 
and tried again, much encouraged by his 
smiling invitation to ‘‘come on,” but it was 
no use. Nothing could get past that guard 
of his. He blocked everything and always 
handed out a counter or a return, even 
though In thle case they were only taps. 
Suddenly Jeffries began to make the pace. 
His visitor used to be considered clever at 
etting away. He hadn't a chance. Jef- 
ries was over him every moment, playing 
left and right, and tapping wherever he 
»chose. The big man’e foot work was superb. 
Afterward when the champion boxed his 
big brother Jack, I could see that he is 
faster than ever. He is a great deal quicker 
than he was last year. I should say he is 
twice as good a man as he was the night he 
fought Sharkey last fall, and that he is 
about ® per cent better, both as to speed 
and healthy condition, than he was when he 
beat Fitzsimmone for the championship.
